The purpose of this List is to provide means of ascertaining the 
main provisions of the sj'^stems of railroad administration in the sev- 
eml countries of Europe. The List is restricted to works already in 
the Library or that have been ordered for the Library. 

Condensed statements from the annual reports of foreign railways 
are printed from time to time in the Railway news, London. 

Fuller abstracts of these reports appear regularly in the " Revue 
g^n^rale des chemins de fer" and also in the ''Archiv fur Eisenbahn- 
wesen." The latest of these reports found in the files of the above 
journals are noted in the accompanying list under the respective coun- 
tries. Annual survevs of railroad affairs in Europe bv L6on Clement 
Colson are published in the Bulletin of the International railway con- 
gross. These appear under the authors name in the accompanying List. 

Tabulated statistics of the railroads of the several countries are 
given in ''Statistical abstract for the principal and other foreign coun- 
tries in each year from 1892-3 to 1908/' London, 1905.
